today is still less than a third 
or even a quarter of the cost 
of so-called luxury fats in 
the towns. 


Getting Together 

During the 23 years of its 
existence the “Shikun” com- 
pany has concentrated on the 
construction of garden cities 
for workers’ families on the 
yutekirts of the principal towns 
It is within the framework of 
these “krayot” that the homes 
for “Vatikei Hahistadrut” (Hi. 
stadrut veterans) have been 
Suilt, side by side with apart- 
ments for new immigrants 
and nearly 1,000 flats for mem- 
bers of the regular armed 
forces. “Shikun” has chosen 
this “mixed” system of 
development, with newcomers 
living side by side with old- 
time residents, in the belief 
that in this way the pew ar- 
rivals soon cease to be “new 
immigrants” and rapidly be- 
come acclimatized and set- 
tled, learning from and being 
assisted by the old-timers 
The newer arrivals see how 
their veteran neighbours live: 
they watch what the veterans 
plant in their gardens, and 
how they plant them: they 


hear what to do with the 
foodstuffs available: and the 
children of both go to the 


same schools and 
gartens. 


Soldiers Accommodated 
Of the 10000 two-and-a- 


kinder- 


half-roomed apartments built 
for “vatikim” in the past two 
years 5,100 were in the towns: 
1500 in the larger villages 
and 3,400 in workers settle- 
ments. Of this tota] 6,500 fa- 
milies each received IL.500 
in mortgages from the Gov- 
ernment, under the original

houses for veterans under this 
scherne was not in any of the 
existing garden cities develop- 
ed by the company but in an 
entirely new area at Kiryat 
Shalom ‘(formerly Abu Ke- 
bir) near Tel Aviv. Here 1,659 
epartments for veterans and 
450 for regular soldiers were 
built. in four-femily two-sto 
ry houses constructed by a 
new concrete-pouring mono- 
lithic system utilizing plywood 
shuttering. Travellers on the 
Tel Avitv-Jerusaiem highway 
have been able to watch this 
new auerter, which will house 
some 10,000 persons, spring 
up like a field of mushrooms 
im recent months. The first 
batch to be completed is al- 
ready inhabited. and the 
cthers should be ready for 
occupation by the end of this 
vear. At present the vast ex- 
panse of buildings looks white 
and glaring. but trees anc 
gardens flourish in this soil, 
and before long the dazzling 
whiteness will be relieved by 
vegetation. The whole area 
has been desiened on the 
“neighbourhood” principle, 
with small grouns of houses 
forming units, with their own 
schools and kindergartens 
The streets have been design- 
ed to curve gently. so as te 
provide a more pleasing per- 
spective for the eve without 
complicating traffic problems 


Big Development 

Owing to the special condi- 
tions at Kirvat Shalom, where 
half a million cubic metres of 
soil had to be brought to fill 
up the area to prevent flood- 
ing in winter, the price of the 
apartments was increased 
slightiy to 1L.1.350 and Ii.l. 
450. depending on the story 
This includes certain specic! 
improvements requested by 
the tenants, and also covers 
the cost of constructing seven- 
metre deep concrete pile foun- 
dations, as well as the expen. 
ses of a central sewage system. 

In Jerusalem, also, in the 
Beth Mazmil area, where 500 
apartments were put up of 
concrete, the price was raised 
to IL.1,600. The most expen- 
sive Shikun project built 
under the veterans scheme are 
the 800 flats in West Haifa, 
near the main coastal road 
opposite Bath Yam, where 
five-story houses were con- 
structed, with flats costing be- 


tween IL.2,100 and IL.2.700 
each, according to size and 
floor. Building here will be 
completed in the immediate 
future. 


The biggest garden suburb 
tullt by the “Shikun” Com- 
peny since its establishment 
is Kiryat Haim, near Haifa. 
where 3,500 flats have been 
built for 17,000 inhabitants 
Kiryat Avoda, near Holon, 
originally a sandy waste, now 
has 2.350 apartments (10,000 
persons), and more are to be 
added. Apert from the 2,109 
flats at Kiryat Shalom, the 
vher suburbs are Kiryat Bo- 
rechov (south of Ramat Gan). 
with 1,200 apartments (15,009 
residents): Kiryat Amal, ear 
Haifa), with 500 apartments 
(2,000 residents) and Kiryat 
David (Remez), at Rushmivra. 
Haifa, with 650 flats for 2,500 
residents. 


Veterans’ Scheme 


For workers who are tied 
to the towns owing to the ne- 
tufe of their jobs “Shikun” 
has built a number of Moanot 
Ovdim ‘(Workers Houses) - 
large cooperative spartmen*’ 
houses each’ containing from 
130 to 250 flats, of which the 
best known are those in Nor- 
dau Boulevard, Rehov Frish- 
man, Rehov Reines and at 
Kirvat Eliahu in Tel Aviv, and 
at Kirvat Moshe in Jerusalem 
and in Haifa. One of the first 
projects in this style carried 
cut by “Shikun” in 1928 was 
the group of cottage-type 
souses In Shderot Keren Ka- 
yerneth In Tel Aviv, near the 
seashore, armmong which is the 
private home of Mr. David 
Ben Gurion. “Shikun”™ engi- 
neers are at the moment col- 
laborating with Professor 
Klein, the noted) town plan- 
ner, on blueprints for an 
entirely new garden city to 
house 30,000 persons at Wadi 
Falik, on the coast between 
Tel Aviv and Nathanya. 


Shikun plans that all the

) “Bet Avot" (Parents 
Home) which opened is 
Holon a month ago is the first 
of its Kind in the country. It 
is part of the Histadrut pro- 
ject, built by Shikun Lid. to 
develop a city at Holon with 
cradle-to-grave services. 

The Home is everything 
elderly people could wish for 
True, they or their pension 
funds pay IL. 30 a month for 
keep, and IL.300 must be 
invested as down payment be- 
fore they move in. but the 
home offers a restful, dignified 
life and permits them indepen- 
dence from charity. 

Nearly 50 elderly peopic 
from 65 to 91 veers old, now 
live in pleasant bungalows 
(two to a reom) surrounded 
by lawns and flowerbeds 
Another 50 will move im as 
soon as an additional eight 
houses are ready. They need 
do nothing all day save rest 
and eat, but they may heip 
in the Home if they like. The 
special skills of some residents 
may soon be put to use in 


small workshops and in a 


vegetable garden. 
The “Bet Avot" admits 


elderly people who were mem- 


bers of the Histedrul, or pe- 
rents of Histedrut members. 


For the IL.30, five good 


meais are served daiiy 
laundry, mending and meéctica! 
treatment are included. There 
is hoe water in all rooms ail 
day long. showers in tix 
bungaiows. hot beths in a 
special building. The upkee; 
per person costs about IL. 5° 
a month, and the difference ts 
borne by the Histadrut. Peon e 
can come and go as they 
please all day.

Professor Geyl touches 
on the crucial point when he 
remarks that in order to mo- 
bilize popular feeling in his 
favour in 1814, when things 
were going badiy. ht would 
have been necessary either to 
introduce genuine democracy 
or “to organize not merely the 
State but the nation.” But 
that, as he rightly remarks, 
was something nobody had 
then thought of. The peopie 
were left to themselves: tota- 
litarianism is a modern inven- 
tion. It followed that when the 
Army and the State failed 
him, Napoleon had iost. There 
was no modern mass party to 
fall back upon. That is why 
the French collapse in 1815 
was so much less destructive 
than, the German downfail 
130 years later. 


POSTHUMOUS ESSAYS 


AL GVUL HAYASHAN VERA. 
MADASH. By FP Lachover. (On 
the Boundary Between the Olid 
ang the New). pp. 233. Mossad 
Bialik. Jerusalem. 

Pew books published of lia‘te 
in the field of literary research 
can compare with this work 
which deals with the “Rambal- 
Ranak” (Rabbi Moshe Hayyim 
Lumattio) «6[tod Rebbi Nachman 
Krochmal) period. None Was 
Deller qualified for this kind 
of studies than the late P 
Lachover who, with infinite pa- 
tience, left mo stone unturned in 
a quest for new light to be 
turned on the .tterary problems 
at hand. In his foreword Asher 
Barash justly calls this book 
the “ripest fruit of Lachover’s 
learning.” 

The opening chapter deals 
with the controversial person- 
ality of Yonathan EBybeschuetz., 
who was suspected of being an 
adheremt of Shabtail Zvi. Here 
he is revealed in all his com- 
plexity. Pew men have been 
as bitterly criticized, and few 
had their writings so closely 
guarded from the public eve. 
Lachover’s thorough and exten- 
sive analysis will no dou be 
an incentive to further study 
of this mysterious personality 
One of his poems reproduced in 
the book is in itself of the high- 
est interest. 

Two of the essays deal with 
Ramhal, always a favourite sub- 
ject of Lachover'’s. 
of Cabbalist literature, while 
preparing materia] for his book 
“Mishnat Hazohar,” have e- 
abled him to enlighten his 
readers on various obscure 
points, and to reveal new 4as- 
pects of the writings of the 
Italian scholar. The old ques- 
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tion whether Ramhal or the 
‘Haskala’ mark the beginning 
ff modern Hebrew literature is 
anewered once more in favour 
of Lamzzatto. 


In the introduction to one of 
hig books Lachover once wro‘e 
(im 1928) of his original inten- 
tion to write two books on lite- 
rature. The first was to be a 
general exploration, an “en- 
lightenment of all its paths.” 
The second was to - introduce 
Hebrew literature to students 
not yet versed in it. 

The present essays are. in 
Part at jeast & posthumous ful- 
filment of this promise, and it 
is &@ Matter of Geep regret tha‘ 
their author iid not live to see 
them in print.

Rowdy, dirty, lusty Londan. 
the London of the early 19th 
century, with its stink and 
congestion and noise, was the 
field which fascinated and ap- 
palled Henry Mayhew, philan- 
thropist and journalist. His 
daily articles were collected in 
a volume, “London Labour 
and the London Poor” in 1851 
and this selection of his writ- 
ings splashes the colour and 
squalor of London across its 
pages. 

The “floating” population, 
the waifs and misfits, the 
scroungers and street sellers 
the human garbage of a so- 
ciety based on economic prin- 
ciples of taissez faire, fired 
Meyhew's interest and com- 
passion. He dug into the de- 
tail of daily life of the Londos 
slums with the vigour of a 
modern sociologist 

Nothing escaped him 
describes the eatabies 
drinkables, the slang and 
nicknames, the manners and 
morals of the sellers of muf- 
fins and crumpets, of plum 
pucdings and Hot-Cross buns, 
of fypapers and ra‘t poison, of 
dogs" meat and nutmeg grat- 
ers. with a gust’o which brings 
them alive. The cleaners of 
streets and sewers, the cigar- 
end finders and dustmen, the 
chimney sweeps and bone-¢rub- 
bers—all come within his scope. 
Cries of the London streets, 
the cough-drop sellers calling 
out descriptively “Long life 
Candy! Candy from herbs!” 
of “Hot peas cod” (hot green 
pees) and of “Dog's-meat, 
ca‘’s meat, nice tripe, neat’s 
feet. come buy my trotters” 
(sheep's feet) throng “May- 
hew’s London.” So does the 
language of the “patterers,” 
of “street orators” who enrich- 
ed the English language with 
their variations of shoes, 
“crabshells,” gentiemanh “toff” 
and woman “hay-bag.” 

The “Street-Jews” 

With a gentlemanly and 
scholarly approach, Mayhew 
describes the “Street-Jews of 
London.” “The number of 
Jews now in England is com- 
puted at 35,000,” he says. “Of 
these more than one half live 
in London. A few years ago 
.... there were a number of 
Jews known as ‘hawkers, or 
‘travellers, who traverse 
every part of England selling

of jewellery as well as ther- 
mometers, barometers and 


city, or the streets adjacent to 
the eastern boundaries of the 
city.” “The trading class,” he 
adds, “are the thickest in 
Hounsditch, Aldgate and the 
Minories, more especially as 
regards the ‘swag-shops’ and 
sale of wearing appare!.” 
The trades of jewellers, 
fruiterers “whose shops are 
remarkable for the beauty of 
their fruit,” manufactuers and 
importers are briefly sum- 
marized. But Mayhew is in- 
terested primarily in the life 
of the poorest Jews. He tells 
us that the “Jew boy” seldom 
sleeps in the open air and that 
the city-bred Jew requires 
some evening recreation, the 
penny or twopenny concert or 
a game of draughts and dom.- 


noes, whilst his Irish-bred 
competitor in the streeis of 
London could live harder. He 
also mentions that the Jewish 
girl working as street seller is 
far below the proportion of 
English and Irish girls work- 
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Perks 


ing in the streets. ““The majority - 


of young Jewish girls were 
accompanied by their bro- 
thers”, adds Mr. Mayhew, 
“for these young Jewesses, 
although often pert and igno- 
rant, are not unchaste.” 

Mayhew’s London is vivid 
and alive and rich in character 
and setting. A record of 
poverty and misery, it still 
makes intriguing reading and 
leaves the reader strangely 
stimulated.

These are both first novels 
about Polish Jews, written by 
Jews living in America.

Miller is American-born and 
writes good, if somewhat 
high-flown English.
